This Hlio.iild be considered when people 
ask why we have not pushed to the point 
of war some secondary differences, 

" Before condemning us for not going 
to war they sliould be sure there are no 
other coinpiicatii>ns in view compelling 
to eeonomiice the force at the govern- 
ment's disposal. 

" 'J'lii.s i.s a nuitfer of business-like cal- 
culation. The more the Empire e.\tends 
the more nijcessary to judge matters 
from this standpoint. It is dangerous 
to let rhapsody take the place of calcu- 
lation." ' " .

kong, and \Villianis at Cavite, acting as 
the internatioinil agents ot tiie great 
American nation at a moment of great; 
anxiety, offered to recognize the inde- 
pendence of the Filipino nation as soon 
as its triumph was attaincHl. 

The Iirotest recites how Admiral 
Dewey, by numerous acts, is alleged to 
have "recognized the atitonomist sover- 
eignty of the Filipinos, and in pictur- 
esiiue language calls for the fullilment: 
of these promises and a fullilment of 
the solemn, declarations made by the 
illustrious AVilliani McKinley that on 
going to war he was not guided by in- 
tention of expansion of territory, but 
only by the principles of humanity, by 
th(!*duty of liberating tyrannized iieoplc, 
and bv" the desire to proclaim the in- 
alienable riglits, with their sovereignty, 
of the countries released from the yoke 
(d' Spain, 

.V despatch from JIndrid quotes as fol- 
lows frmn a just-issued ofHchU, note: 
" As the American senate musti.ratify 
tlie treaty of- jwaco, our govermnent 
KhouUl wait for this ratification, and not 
ilinvc' tofcede ten-itory wiiich the United 
States' stjniite may not accept." 

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS, 

Retitrnejl Packages and How Tliey Arc 
' ' ;i'f^to Secure Free Entry. 

Prom' Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottiiwa, Dec. 10,— The customs de- 
partment to-day issued additional rcgu- 
lati(mH regarding the return of pack- 
ages, bags, barrels, baskets, boxes, 
casks, crates, cylinders, and other cover- 
ings which have been used in the^ tnuis- 
portation of good.s to and from Canada. 
These, when again returned to (Canada, 
within three years, -svithout allowance of 
"drn,wbiick-.n'na. without having lieen ad- 
van<;ed in value or improved in conditioa 
by any process of manufacturi' or other 
means, may be entered free ot duty if 
idenlilied to the satisfaction of the cus- 
toms ofllcer upon oath of the importer or 
his agent. Collectors arc instnic-teil to 
take sjiecial precautions for the identifi- 
cation of returned packages admitted 
free under this regulation, insisting as 
far as iKissilile ,ui>ou the articles ln'ing 
marked for identihcation when expm'ted 
outwards, and observing that the cover- 
ings for which entry is clainUHl have 
been used and are not new, Tlic_ col- 
lector iiuiy reipiire iiroof by allidavit w 
in other 'form for identifying to their 
satisfai-tiou iiackage coverings returned 
free as aforesaid. 

The government organs say that lion. 
Mr. :M(ilock will not become High CJom.- 
missioncr, but that Lord Strathcoua.will 
continue to hold the oUlce. ■.■j-.i-Xi'sfr^-.' ■• .

THh: WOOD OF THE TRUE CROSS. 

Myths and Legends Appertaining to the 
Sacred Tree. 

From Ilouselinlil Words. 

The prevalence ot relics parportin^-' to he 
tho wood of the true cross has loici afronleil 
mntter for olioap testing. Such Iinn-^sUlons 
lire ant llkelv to ilecelve any hut the most 
iL'iiiiniiil or the niosl ereilnloes. The fact 
whlli' the suiiiily of "genuine" 
liUelv to tie coexistent with I In' 
we ilo lint really know of what 
cross coiislstcil. There Is an enil- 

store of iiivlli anil fable, iliitiiii,' from 

the eiii'llest ("lirlsllan ages. Syniliolism liiis 
alleiimtfrt to nrove that tlie wood used 
was o'f 'symbolic quality: and for one reii- 
son or nnothiT. i"-"!"- dilTeront spec es of 
tree htivp been si-looted to the iiosltlon of 
honor. One iineieiil legend, referreil to In 
the aniicrvpli.d .IhioI; of NIcoilemus, Hays 
Hint ilie wont was taken frma the tree 
whicli L'rew fi-oni the grave of Adam. It 
is siilil tliat tlie father of inankliid. belne 
one ihn- sieic, sent Ids son Setli to tlie gates 
of the Viarileii of lalen to l>iay Its i;iiardlan 
nnirols f*r a few droiis of oil of mercy, 
distilled from the tree of life. This was 
denied by the nngel. I)at a twig of the 
tree was grniited; and this. ■n-Iieii plant eil 
on' the grave of Adam, grew Into a tree 
from which the cross was afterwards eoe- 
Rt'^iicted. Tlmre are ninny variations of 
this stiirv. Some say that Pnvlil traos- 
[daiited the Iree to tlie side ot a fountiiin 
in one of Ills gnrdeiis, and under its 
Praiiches he eoniiioseil those ina'-'iiltlceiil 
eutl'iirsts of liisiilred devotion wlileli iire 
fiinillhir lo lis as the iisalms. All this Is 
suflleleallv pnetlcal. however nivtlilc. Itiil 
Hie geiienil siiiierstllloii was that the cross 
conslslcrt, not of one tree, but ot several; 
mill tho credit was usunllr given to ihc 
iialiii. cpdnr. cypres.^ and olive. ' Certain of 
the fathers toll us that the upright lieain 
was ef rediir. tlie cross lieam of evpress. 
the tahlet of olive and the fo.it iileeo ef 
palm. Various nieaidims wei'c rend Into 
tills. Tlie four woods were taken to ri pre- 
senl the four quarters of the (ilolie: anil 
II farther special significance was ulvcii to 
the choice of woods, f'eilar Is symbolical 
of faith, palm of viclor.v, ollvo of peace, 
cypress ot mnarnlng. Some think that tho 



cross was formed of one of these woods 
nioiic. Hut the privilege has been given to 
other trees; lu different cnuntrles anil illt'- 
lerent ages we llnd dlllorliig belli'I's. JEiiii.v 
have believed that tho cross was of nspeii 
and that Is why the nspen stilt, quivers 
perpotimlly. It la thonglit that the tree 
Is Ktlll regretting the onforeod part that 
ll had to pla.v. 

One Hliigidar legend says tliiit iit the tliiin 
of the crnelUxloii all the trees quivered 
with oraotloa except the aspen, anil that 
the doon'v of that tree lias been to tremble 
ever since. It Is certainly true that the 
asiieii lloii.-lslies In .Terii.saleiii. The gyp.s.v 
belief Is that the ('rDss was made ot ash 
wood, rerhans lids credit given to the 
mounlalu ash has led the Welsh to plant it 
so frenneiitiv In their grave.varils, though 
more likely that practice derives frnia some 
superstition earlier than the Christian era. 
The older tree also, ■which hears a ver.v 
contrary distinction of liohig sniiposeil the 
tree on which .Tildas hanged himself, 1ms 
been believed lo have supidled tho eros.s. 
AVe read In "Notes anil Queries" that a 
clergyman was once asked: "I'rav, sir. can 
you toll me If there Is any doubt of wlial 
kind of wood onr Ijord's cross was made? I 
have alwn.va heard that It was iiiiiile of 
elder, and we look earefuUv Into the fag- 
>;i ts before biirnlm: them, for fear there 
slioidd be any of this wood In thoai," It Is 
touching to think that poor people, how- 
ever short of fuel they laludil bi". hiive re- 
fused to burn the elder for lids iilou^^. 
though suiierstit Ions reason. lOvcn a siipc- 
Ktltious faith Is better than none at all. 
Til Scollaiid the elder Is known as the ben- 
tree, and there Is a poiiular r.vhme as fi;!- 
Ii.ws: 

ISour-tree. hour-tree, ernokod rung. 
Never strnlglit/nnd.' never strong, • 
Kven bash and never tree;. ' . . • • 
Since our T.ord was nailed on thoo. 
So strong Is this belief, or was. Iliat tlio 
peasants tliiiiii;hr the llulilulmr would ne^er 
strike any one who stood under the elJler 
tree. Other legends have attrlluited the 
cross to the oak, the-plnc, the llr, the box.' 
The festlvnl called the Invention of the 
cross, held on Jfnv S. celebrates tlio sun- 
poHOd discover.v of the true cross bv Kl. 
Helena, but It does not apficar of what 
wood 11 consisted. 

Another festival coniiccled with the wood 
of the trill' cross Is cclcliratid on llic 1tth 
of Senteiulier. called "Uolv Crns-^ ifiv," or 
"I'^xaltiitlou of Ibe f'ross," a fe-^llvdl which 
Is said to have been liistllnteil alioiil the 
year luider the following' circmii- 

stances: r'hosroes, T'CIni; of I'ei-sia, liavlu!; 
plundered .Teriisalom. took awav a u'reat 
iileeo ot the true cross wlilcli St. TT-Ieoa.

-\voHld eondenm biia for lioarin;; it. 
We <lo not lliiid; this position can bo siis- 
laincil. N'd cnurl and no jiuk'o of it is 
abovi- tho controlling inlluonce of public 
opinion, as to the propriety of his exer- 
<-i.><e of his judicial fuactinns iti . cases 
wlicre be may bo presimied not to stand 
iuclilTcrent lictwcen tlio imrtios. It lias 
boon well .said Unit the oidy check upon 
•jL- Judge in such cases is the law of his 
own conscience, and the rule that it is 
■wise to shun oven tin- apiionnince of evil 
applies as well 'to those who wear the 
judicial ermine as to littl(> lioys in Sun- 
day scliool. That 'Mignity which doth 
hedge about; a king" and which oucoin- 
passod the court of the sovereign with a 
species of halo, has laaished in "tliat 
lieri'C light wliioli beats abinit a Ihi-oiie," 
l''roni Shakespoaro to 'I'cnnysoii is ;l long 
step in yeans and almost as great in tin' 
rcaponsibllity of courts to public opinion. 
It was n contomporiiry of Shakespeare, 
•who, -whoii repn'iiohoil with t:iking 
bribes, saiil "I have sold justice, b\it 
never injustieo." ^^'■ol',ld any member 
of the British judiciary in Tonnyson's 
day have dared avow such conduct V In 
thtisc, timo.s, when the solioolmast or is 
abroad, and subjects nro "loyal to (ho 
n)yal" which dwells in the olinraolor of 
the sovereign, the courts cannot afford to 
disregard pulilic opinion,. Judges must 
pay resard to -wbnt Mr. .Tnstico Drake 
<':llls "seutlinenttil objections." If tliey 



fail to do so, the courts will Ipse the con- 
fidence of the people and than t.hi» no 
greater caliiinity could well befall a ISrit- 
ish country. It will be unhai)py day for 
British Columbia, it it ever shall be de- 
clared that a judge may di.sregard tho 
voice of i)ublie opinion with impunity in 
mutters touching his judicial conduct. In 
roganl to his discharge of his judicial 
duty, when once he has undertaken it, 
he ought to be absolutely fearless of 
popular clamor. So far the judges of 
this province will jihvays reeoivo the 
strongest supjwrt that the Colonist can 
give them, although they will hardly over 
need it, for, in a British country, duty 
courageously d<me is its own vindication. 
But iu regard to the propriety of a judge 
acting iu an nlllcial capacity in any case, 
tho (joli/uist claims and will continue to 
o.xercisc the fullest right of dLscussion, 
whenever it considers that the piddle in- 
terests demands. This is the poiut for 
which tho Colonist has been coatendiiig, 
and its contontioa has bi'on borne out by 
the action of Mr. .rustici? Martin in de- 
clining to hear any more applications in 
the 'election cases, nnd by Mr. .Tustioe 
l)ral;e declining to make any order upon 
.Mr. Duff's aiiplicalioii ami his obsorrii- 
lions on the Colonist's articles.

Big ^ Order Placed With' Tiatoria 
Merchants for White Pass 
liailway. 



First of a Series of Shipments Sent 
Forward by the Steamer 
Sauuhe. 



On the steamer. Danube,, whichj sailed 
last night Cor Alaskan ports was' the first 
of a scries of big shipments of goods to 
be sniipliod by Victoria merchants for tlie 
construction party ou the British Yukon 
or White Pass rail'way. . The road has 
now been completed to Within two miles 
of tlie boundary line on the summit of 
the White pass, aud the company pro- 
pose moving their construction i>arty of 
1,200 men, across the boundary immedi- 
ately after the Orst of the year to push 
work on tlie main road from Log Cabin 
to l..ake Bennett and ou the branch line 
to Atliu. In a rough country like that 
it takes an itamense amount of provisions 
aud warm clothing to keep 1,200 work- 
ingmen in good health, and the bulk of 
the necessary goods are to he supplied by 
Victoria merchants. ' ..; ' 

Last evening's 'shipment' by- the Vhvl- 
ube was only a small Jot compared with 
what is to be sent as soon as the Atlin 
rush commcuccs,'. and even it wa» not 
u small one, being composed as it was of 
fully "DO tons of ju-ovisions and groceries 
for which the railway conipiiiiy paid Vic- 
toria merchants about .'i;]tj,0OU. The or- 
ders for the goods were divided among 
several firms in the city. To the 2U0 tons 
from hero there will be added 50 tons of 
flour from the Euderby mills, .which is 
awaiting the steamer at Vancouver, but 
is part of the order given to a Victoria 
iirni, 

Witliiii two weeks f be shiimieiit on the 
Danube will be duplicated, tlu^ pri'seiu 
cajcnhitioii being that this second large 
sliiiniieiit for the railway coiiip;iny will 
be ready to he sent North on the steain- 
(■r Amur, sailing on Uecember 1!.S. This 
will make -Kll) tons in all to go forward 
for the company in December, and Mr. 
.1. H. (ireer, the coniinercial agent of the 
company, yesterday said that the same 
amount w(]uld be reciuired every muiith 
during coiistnii'tion, and this is likely to 
go on all next year, although the road 
will be completed to the head of navi- 
gation by May 15.

CANADIAN EGGS IN ENGLAND. 

It will be of interest to all engaged 
in the egg trade to learn what great 
improvements have lately taken place, 
both in (jualily anil magnitude, in the 
Canadian importation. In the week end- 
ed the ."itli iiist. a single Liverpool firm 
imported ,S,.")17 cases, each containing 300 
eggs, and all were inomptly sold, tlie tlo- 
niaml for the better brands considerably 
exceeding the snpply. Great credit is 
due the Canadian shippers for tlie man- 
ner in wliicli the eggs aro now put up 
for the British market. The eggs aro 
securely packed in paper in sei)arato com- 
partments. Although this process is 
more expensive in the first instance, fho 
freodoiii from breakage and the avoid-, 
unco ot mustiiiess and other objection- 
able llavors which arise from straw or 
i)d shavings, or sawdust packing 
more than couipensate. So long as \5:p 
have lo import eggs, it is only fair that 
our own most go-ahead colony should lie 
fully encouragtxl to send ua the best they 
have, us against coutiuental competitors.

Premier Semlin a-M- Mi^. Helmeken 
Speak Briefly of tlie Jap- 
anese Protest. . ' 



Trades and labor Council 'VllI 
Discuss the Qiiiestiou in tlie 
■ i -ifear iriiture. • 
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A few days ago a. despatch from Ot 
tawa stated that the Japanese govern- 
ment had entered an emphatic protest 
against what is known as the alien law. 
Iiassed by the Hritish Coliniibia legislat- 
ure last session. This statute is intend- 
ed to prohibit the eniploymei<t,,Qf , Chi 
n(!se or Japanese on works' carried out 
under charters granted by the province, 
and, with the other statutes passed dur- 
ing the session, was forwarded to Ot- 
tawa for the Covernor-t rcneral's assent. 
'This assent has not yet been received, 
nor has the bill been disallowed, and the 
year in which this action may be taken 
"has not yet expired. 

I'reniier Seinliii, when asked for l is 
views on the subject yesterday, said that 
his opinions were very strongly to the 
effect that the .lapanese, as well as 
Chinese, were not desirable settlers, and 
he heartily approved , of >the::biIL He 
bad no idea yet as to, the 'course that 
the Dominion would 'take with 'respect 
to the inatteri -fori no decision had yet 
been' "announced by ' the ' Dotaihiion. 

Mr, H,:Dallns Helmcken.^M. P. P.- 
elect, who fathered the bill through the 
local liouse last session, wrote to tho 
J'npanose consul in Vancouver a few 
days ago in regard to the Japanese gov- 
ernment's protest, and asked for copies 
of the protest and of any coramuuica- 
tion on the subject that might ha v. 
been made by the Imperial governmeni 
in forwardinff the protest to Ottawa 
Yesterday Mr. Helmcken received a r<'- 
ply from Hon. Sir. Shimizu, stating that 
ho was unable to forward copies of the 
protest, but the grounds of the protest 
seemed to be that the Japanese subie(-ts 
in Canada are not nnniercius; that they 
have been law-abidinn. and have ilone 
nothing that might ncc^essitale a legis- 
lative act adverse to their interi'sts. 

The <'onsul added that sueli measures, 
if allowed to beconn.' law, cannot but 
injuriously affect the connuercial . rela- 
tions between .Ia])an and Canada, which 
have the prospeet of extensive develop- 
ment ill the near future. 

Mr. Helnieken, in speaking of t!ie 
matter yesterday, said that he was still 
of th(^ opinion tliat the province had the 
light to pass ihi'. law, or that the (|iies- 
tion was within the power of 111'.- iini- 
vincial legislature. However, if the 
Imperial government had any reason 
for asking its repeal on the ground of 
Imperial polic.v, their views could be con- 
sidered at the eoniing session of the 
provincial house. 

Mr. (ieoige Colwell, president of Ihe 
Trades and Jjabor Council, said yestei'- 
day that the question of the Japanese 
protest was likely to come up very soon 
before the Trades and Labor' Council 
for discussion. .' , In- the meantime he did 
not feel anthorizcd to express tlie 'riesvs 
of- that body regarding it.

On imiuiry 
as to the reason foi- this. I am told that 
a trust to ke<'|) up a tomb is void in law 
tiv e(|uity. as being a trust in perpetuity. 
Ill this partieiilar instance tli(> residue 
of the inc-onie of the trust, after bein 
applied to the repair of the Ifuiibs, was 
to \ye nprilied for the relief of the [loor of 
the neighborhood; and the Charity (.'oin- 
niissioiiors. on behalf of the poor,' elaim- 
od' that the poor were entitled to the 
whole of it, tho tnist for the repair of tlio 
graves being void. That, at any rate, 
is tho account of it given to me, but I 
can not help thinking tliore must bo an 
inaccuracy somewhere, for phmty of 
trusts can be found in all directions 
which arc intended to endure soecula 
soeculorum.

Effective Work of the Roman Catli' 
olic Missioneries — The 
Otlier Churches. 



A report of much interest and more 
than passing value as a reforonco, is that 
which Venerable Archdeacon Scrivcii 
presented at the recent meeting of tho 
ruri-docanal chapter, ,oa the subject of 
the Indian work on Vancouver arid ad- 
jacent islands. 

"I have to rojiort," lie said, "that in 
order to obtain the information which 
the ruri-decanal chapter desired mo to 
procure, to bo laid bitforo the conforonce, 
I visited, the Indian olllce, and being re- 
ferred by Mr. Vowell, the snjierintend- 
ent, to Mr. Ashdown Green, I was por- 
mitted by tlu^ eourtesy of that gontle- 
inan to see a copy of the Indian report 
for 1S!)7. from which and from himself 
I gleaned the f(dlowing facts: 

" In that portiini of Vancouver Islanil 
south of a line drawn from (jheinaiaiis 
to Nitiiiat, which roughly C(M-respiui(ls t( 
llu> southern deanery of this diocese, 
then' are between 2v) and .'!() Imliaii^vil 
lagi'S, with a ])opiilation of about l,7rpO 
With llu! exee|)tioii of l(i of the Song- 
liecw tribe, who are returned as Metho- 
dists, all the Indians from Chomninn 
round to So(dce are, at least nominally, 
Uomaii Catholics. At Pacheon-nht, or 
Sail .Iiiiiii, there are 40 Roman Catholics 
and 31 I'agaus; at Nitimit, SO Roman 
Catholics, 30 Methodists and 92 Pagans, 
'hiere 'arc apparently no Anglicans in 
the whole o£ this district; and only these 
123 Pagans, who are members of tribes 
among Avlioin Roman Calliolie iiiid Meth 
odist missionaries are already at work. 

"It .seems to follow that there? is no 
work for our church to do iimoiig tin 
Indians in this rural deanery; and I 
niiglit here close my report, but I be- 
lievi' it will interest the members of tin 
eiMifertaiee to hear one or two other hit.'^ 
of iiif(ainalioii which I picked up whih- 
makiiig these iiuiiiiries. 

"The Indians of Vancouver and a<l- 
jaeent islands an' divideil into llir 
ligeiieies— Kwawkewltli ageney. in t 
norlh: Cowiehan agency, in the south 
ami east; and the West Coast ageney 
The Indians of Ivwawkewlth agency an 
almost all Anglicans, falling, in fact, 
within the sphere of Rev. A. J. Hall'H 
mission at Alert Bay. The Indians of 
Cowiehan ageney are all Uoiiiaii C.'itho 
lies, with the exception of the lli ilelho 
(lists aliovi' mentioned, and 20 Anglicans 
at Nanaimo. The West Const ageney 
(•(iitains the bulk of tho I'agan Indbins; 
but even these, in most cases, are simply 
the as yet nncouverted members of 
tribes an'ioiig whom the. Roman Catholic 
missionaries are working. 

'•The Uoman church has in fact, to our 
loss, but to her honor, entered into this 
field of ujission work, and is occupying 
it with great zeal, and no small success. 
There is of course a live Pre.sbytorian 
work belng^ carried on at Alberni; hut 
the'-work'of'tlie Methodists seems to Inivc 
taken chiefly tho form of proselytising 
among the Roman Catholics. 

"I mentioned to Mr. Green the report 
of tho northern conference that then' 
wore 200 Anglican Indians scattered 
along the oast coast, which fact ho ex- 
plains as follows: Rome time back tho 
Indians of Cape Jludge emigrated 
Nanaimo in large numbers to work in 
mines, and lived the>-e. not on a 
vation, but as squatters on the Newcas- 
tle townsite. He supposes that thoy may 
have couit; under the inlluonce of Canon 
Good, who at that time was doing ini.s- 
sionary work among tho Nanaimo In- 
dians.' Tho menibors of t'lo Capo iMudgo 
tribi; afterwtirds roiurned to their home, 
enri-.vlll!; with them, it may bo presumed, 
(he Christianity which they had learned 
from the Clinreh of England, and it is 
probable that some Indians of other 
tribes along the east coast may have 
gone through a similar experience. 

"As to language. Mr. (ireen informs 
me that all the Indians of Cowiehan 
agency itliat is— roughly spi'aking— of 
this rural deanery I spe;ik the same hiii- 
guage, with variations so slight as to be 
practically iiimiati'ri.il. Tlu're does not 
a|>pear to lie any nimiir or diction- 
ary of this tongue published, and bo sug- 
f;e'sled that the onl.\' way to learn it 
would lie liy getting Mr. Ivfimas to fur- 
nish a dictionary of the most necessary 
words, anil then jierfecting one's self to 
intercourse with the Indians themselves. 
Chinook, tlnaigli sutllciont for ordinary 
eiuiimnnicatiim, is nnsuited for mission- 
ary work. . . , . ,

Thornton Fell for Mr. Mart in. 

While I ho husband's side does not 
deny that any wrouK-doing on Mrs. 
Cliapnuin's part (if there was any) was 
condoiieil in September, IS'JT, Mr. Chap- 
man maintains that there was cause 
given since then to entitle him ti> a 
divorce, and coiisoqueutly evidence that 
might help to lay stress oa thls^as put 
ill nf iiJlegeil wrongful colidnct^antceo- 
deiit to that time. 

Mr. Chapman, the hnsband. was Iho 
lirst v\-itness, ;ind in the eoursi? of his 
ovid(Mice related a couple of instances 
where be bad bad encounters with the 
co-respondent.

On one occasion he said be 
returned home aiul was told that !Mrs, 
Cliapnian nnd Mr. Martin were down 
towards the wood walking together.

Martin with his '8tick,"an encounter 
ensuing, in which the huammd Ipid also 
struck his wife, -Mr.vMdrtiu retired 
from the . 'seene. leaving \his lhat and 
cane, wMcli Mr. Chapman carried to the 
house and consumed in the lire. On 
ariotlier occasion, Mr. Cbapinaii said, la 
had one morning teb'plinned for Martin 
to. come over to the house. A supply of 
tar and fcnthors bad been in-epaii'd for 
his reception, and the intention was 
capture ^Martin, tar and feather biia, 
!in<l then to force Mrs. Obapinan to 
him on lire. Martin cMnie. but proved 
too agile, as lie eseaiieil from the win- 
dow of Mr. Cbapnnm's house on tbc 
Dallas road and tied to the seashore, 
again leaving a bat and cane in Mr. 
Cbapnian's possession. 

Chapman deposed further that his wife 
had admitted wrong-doing, but bad 
pniinised to have nothing more to do 
with Martin— a promise that he cbunieil 
bad iiol been kept. In regard to his liit- 
ting Mrs, Cliapnnm in Ibe eneounter 
with .Martin, Ibe husband said he had 
apologized the next d:iy lo Iter. 

The next witness 'was Mrs. Rogers, 
who had been formerly in the Chapman 
emplov, hut left a year ago last May. 
She had several times threatened to 
leave' unless Mrs. Ohapmhtf discontinued 
receiving visits from Martinj because 
Mr, Chapman, l)efore leaving for Kng- 
Irtna.'Shaitt,- forbidden Jlrs. Chapmau to 
receive Tlslts from that young man. Mr. 
Martin had given' Mrs. Chapman pres- 
ents of collors and blouses, the witness 
stated, nnd one night after witness had 
gone to bed she became suspicious that 
Mr. Martin was in the house. .\eeonl- 
inglv she got up and went to the kit- 
chen, where she found the two. She 
then tlircatened to leave the house, but 
linnlly reconsidered this and promised 
not to let Mr. Clinpiuan know of the 
oeenrrenee. 

In eroHS-examination by Mr. Dodwell, 
the witness stated that this oceasiou 
was one night after a band concert in 
the Drill hall, and that Mrs. Howard 
Chapman, who was then staying in the 
house, had returned home from the, con- 
cert in company With Mre: Chapman 
and ^Ir. I^Iartin. 

Mr, Taylor wanted to ask the witness 
about Jlrs. Chapmai. ti'lepboning. but 
as tlie witness could only liavc; heard a 
one-sided ecniversation, without kiunviiig 
who was nt the other <'ii(I of the line, 
the court declined to a^Uuw the (lues- 
tions. 

Mrs. Howard Chapman, sister-in-law 
of Mrs. Hedley Chapman, said that her 
husband having, temporarily given up 
liis house, intending to- visit '■Bnglniid 
from April 18 to May 5 they had resided 
nt Mr. Hedley Chapman's with ]Mrs. 
Hedley Chapman, Mr. lle<lb\v Chapman 
being then absent in tiie Old Country 
Mr. IMurtiti bad given Mrs. Chapman 
presents of slippers and gloves, and onci 
gave her— two years ago— a dianioiu 
ring worth SIOO. .Mrs. Hedley Chap 
man had suid she cared for Martin am 
not for her hnsbanci. During this tiiii 
ii letter came to Mrs. Hedley <''liai)inaii 
stating that Martin had been sei-n 
leave tliC' ("liapman lionse, wbereupoii 
Mrs. Cbapinan bad said tliat it was all 
" ui> witli her tlieii." 

Tills letter was put in as an exbibil and 
turned out to have emanated from Mr. 
Howard Chapman, who did a little pri 
vate detective work while his brother 
was away. The letter read: 

December 2, IS!) 

]1e!ir Madam:— Wl-.eii Mr. Cbapmin 
left for KiiglaiKl I wn.s instructed by 
bini to kcej) an eye upon your movements 
and those of .Mr. ,\. C. Martin. Aetin 
npnii liis orders your house has been 
watched and yourself pretty well shad 
owed the p;ist few weeks. Your iiiove 
iiieiits witli Jlr. Martin are well known 
to ni(> and also bis visits to your liou 
[ warn ,von against any furtlier inliM-- 
views l)y appdiiidiient or telephone with 
him and tbc next time ho ventures upon 
.\lr. Chapniairs property I shall have him 
arrcHtod nnd put in gaol upon a ehargo 
of burglary.

Mrs. Howard Qliapinan in lier evidence 
.said tliat at the tiiiU! tlie letter w:is re- 
ceived she did not know it came from her 
husband, tbougb slie found out later tlnit 
it did. A.sked what .Mrs. Chapman c. 
cd Martin, the witness replied: "She eali- 
cd him Andrew." 

Howard Chnptuan, who was next ex 
aminod, went into his amateur private 
detective experiences in detailed form. 
! Acting upon information he had received, 
one evening in November, 1897, when 
his lirother was in England, he Imd gone 
to the Hedley Ohapmaa houBe- lb shad- 
ow Mrs. Clnipraan and Martin. At first 
Ik." .suiiiiosed they were outside walking, 
but afterwards on going Inside the 
grounds be was surprised to hoar them 
laughing and talking in the breakfast 
room, jind that at half past eleven at 
night. So be secured a ladder nnd laid 
it aguhist the wall with the idea of trv- 
iug to spy on them. But as he climbed 
ho heard thctn make a noise as if jr.-irtin 
wns going; so he abandoned the ladder 
and peered tliiough the latticework that 
gave him a view of the front door. Mar- 
tin and Mrs. Chiipninn came to the door 
and kisROil nnd parted, the witness sliad- 
ovving Martin down sevornl streets. Ten 



days before Hedley Chapman returned, 
Mr.s. Chapman had told witness that slie 
was not going to live with Hedley any 
more. She loved Martin, she said, and 
was not going to blight her life by living 
with !i man she had no love or respect 
for. She loved Martin, she avowed, and 
would go with him. She denied to wit- 
ness that she had done any wrong with 
Martin, The Avitness replied to this: 
"Nellie, if you went down on your knees 
at your motlier's death bed and took a 
solemn oath to that I would not believe 
you," 

The witness bad sent the letter already 
referred to, his idea being that Mrs. 
Chapman, if .she bad nn idea she was 
watched, might cease lier intimacy with 
.Martin. 

Amelia Lundgaiitbe, a Tacoma girl, 
testified that wlule she was acting ns 
hall watcher ot the Irving house in Oeto- 
lier hist, !Mrs. t'Jbnpmnn stayed at the 
place and that Martin came in to see 
her one evening., the ,e.\^i,i,'t day being 
October i:i. Slie h^v}. come ,over to Vic- 
toria because she ww-s asked to do so by 
a Mr. DuUield, whom she had known for 
a long time us a fanner, but .she did not 
know lie was a detective, nor did Rhe 
Icnow when she was coming over on the 
boat Thursdny ,thut she wns going to be 
II witness. 

Mrs. Keller, of Tacoiim, had taken the 
position of liousekeopor at the Irving 
house, the position being brought to her 
notice by Dutllold, She. kne.W- he was a 
private detective, hut/'shie^.bafd not been 
acting as a private detective herself. 
Martin bad visited the house on Thanks- 
giving evening nnd.Avent into Mrs. Clinp- 
iiinu'ij room, remaining there for some 
time. • ■: J : .■

V; SOLAli STATISTICS. 

Facts . About the Great Orb Which 
TVarias Us and Gives Us' Light. 

Tlif'SrSuii's distance from. tiV is 92,700,- 
000 miles.' Its diameter i8'805,000 miles. 
Its volume is 1,300,000. times that of 
the earth. Its mass, or weight, , deter- 
mined from the strength of its. pull uiwn 
tlie plajiets, is equal to' that of 332,000 
eiirths. 

The sun's surface teiniierature. accord- 
ing to the (letermimition of it made in 
18S-1 by Messrs. Wilson and (irey, is 
8.800 degrees centigrade, which is more 
than twice that nf the electric arc, and 
this temperature may, perhaps, be 
deemed low by contrast with the lires 
that rage Avitbiii. 

Tlie da:'.7.1ing surface of the stm— its 
" idiotospbere "— eiMisists of matter in a 
solid or a li(iuiil slate. This is proven 
by tile s|)eelroscope. T'liis shilling en- 
velope is not. liowever, a solid or ciun- 
[laet shell, but it seems ratiier to be 
elimd-like in its ebaraeter, and it is sub- 
ject to violent disturbances. Aceonling 
to the view now taken of it by astrono- 
mers generally, the matter which forms 
the sun's photospli^'rc" is mostJ.v, if not 
wholly, carbon in a liiiely divided state 
--lampblack— hot enough to be intensely 
'iicandescent, hut not gaseous. 

.Vbove the pliotosphore is nn atnins- 
pliere some 5,000 miles in depth, made 
up of various gases and ,^ the vapors of 
metals. . It. is in' this. atmosphere that 
the spectroscope finds the field of its 
explorations. The existence of these 
gases and metal vapors is indicated by 
dark lines in the solar spectrum. 

About one-half of the seventy and 
more "elements" known to terrestrial 
chcmistr.v have been found by means of 
these indications to ho present in the 
solar atmosphere, and astronomers have 
very little doubt that tlie rest of the 
elements are in the sun. though hitherto 
they have not ivvealed themselves. 

-\nioiig the elements the most easily 
re<'o.giii/.ed ill the sun are iron, calcium, 
sodium, aluniimiiii, earboii. hydrogen, 
helium, this bist being an element only 
leeenlly found upon the earth, and for 
a nunibei- of .years known only as (jni 
prominent emistituent of the s(dar at- 
mosphere, found also in many of tlie 
stars and in some of tlie nebulae. 

Helium is a gati of about twice the 
density of hydrogen. It is found ab- 
sorbed in cleveite. br()ggerito aud s(Mne 
other rare iniiicriils, but. like iiydrogen, 
it is too light a gas to exist in a free 
state, in the earth's atmosplicrc. 

Of tlie elements which have not yet 
been foimd in thq sun, the' moat notable 
are oxygen, nitrogen, sulphur, • plios 
phonis, and the npwlydiscovered gas 
argon. No lines belonging to nny of 
these elements liav<j yet been found, 
either in the s|)e<'trum of the sun or in 
thosiy of the lixwl stars. 

The amount of light which we receive 
from the sun is (1110.000 times that of 
the full moon, and ISli.OOO million times 
that of the average star of the lirst 
magnitude. 

Uiion the.se last given figures may be 
based a ver.v iiistriictivo cabailation bear- 
ing ujion tlie probable distaiiecs of stars 
of various magnitudes. Thus: 

AVere the sun to Ik; removed to twice 
its actual distance from us, it would be- 
come one-fourth as briglit as it now is; 
at three times its in-oseiit distanee, it 
would oiie-iiiiitb as bright, and so on. 
its brillianey dimiiiisliing a.s the square 
of its (list .•! nee increased. To become a 
star of the first magnitude, tin; sun 
would need to be reniovcil from lis lo 
-I'Jfi.OdO limes its present distance, aud 
its light, instead of coming to us in eight 
and a quarter minutes, as it now d'i( 
would rotinire (i7 years to Hash across 
the. intervening spa<(>. 

At ten times this distance, or at a (lis 
tancc of <57 " light years," the sun would 
became a star of the sixth magnitud 
at ten times that distance,' or. 870. light 
years, it would be reduced .to tlie .olev 
i'litb magnitude, and stiir"ano<ther re- 
moval, sultieient to reducft it to a stdr 
of the sixteenth niagiiitude, which is 
that of Ibe fiiinlest telescopic stars, 
would jibK-e it at a distance from us sutfll 
that its light, travelling at a rate of 
l.'^li,0O() miles a second, would be (j,700 
years in making it.f way to iis. 
Were all stars the etiiials of Ibe sun 
size and intrinsie splendor, tbe.se re- 
sults of the calculation would enable us 
at on(-e to estimate their distances from 
Uiit the truth undoubtedly is that 
there are among the stors very great 



dilTorenccs in these respects, so that we 
t'Ct from these figures nothing more defi- 
nite than a. vague notion of jthe- iininen- 
sity of the stellar universe. '^"•'ri-'-'
